Response to Amendment 

This is a response to the amendment and arguments file November 26, 2007. 
Specification 

The amendments to the specification at pages 1 and 18 have been 

entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Applicant's arguments, see page 7 of response, filed November 26, 2007, with 
respect to the IDS have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection to the 
IDSes has been withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Amendments to the claims pages 3-6 of response 
filed November 26, 2007, and arguments pages 8-12 of the same response have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-10 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art does not teach or suggest a bi-ped robot that captures a stereoscopic image 
around the robot, analyzes that image, detects the presence of a moving object around 
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the robot based on the analyzed image, calculates a position and angle of the moving 
object relative to the robot, determines whether the motion of the robot needs to be 
stopped, controls the motion of the bi-ped robot to stop the motion, when the motion of 
the robot is determined to be stopped, such that the distance of travel from the capture 
of the image to the stopping of the robot falls within a predetermined distance and the 
processing time, based on an amount of time from the capturing of the image to the 
controlling of the robot to stop motion, is set so that the distance of travel of the robot 
does not exceed the difference between the predetermined distance and the distance 
the robot would travel in two walking steps of the legs of the robot.
